We very much appreciate your letter of October 9th 
notifying us that WNET is in the process of producing a film 
on Mr. Victor L. Marchefcti and offering us an opportunity to 
participate. We believe, however, that it would not be appro- 
priate to participate in any controversy on this matter while 
it is still the subject of a petition for a writ of certiorari in 
the Supreme Court. Furthermore, we do not believe it would 
serve any purpose to dignify the comments of Mr. Marchetti 
which you quote by any response other than to say that his own 
successful career in the Agency, leading to a position of high 
trust, should be a sufficient answer. 

In the event that the record of the court proceedings in 
the Government action against Mr, Marchetti is not readily 
available to you, I am enclosing a complete set of the formal 
submissions and opinions in the open record.

WNET is currently in the process of producing a film on Mr. Victor 
Marchetti, a former employee of the Central Intelligence Agency. 

The film primarily involves the efforts taken by your agency to 
injoin publication of certain material written by Mr. Marchetti.
